Under sharp, argumentative ques¬ 
tioning by a group headed by Senator# 
G »re, Reed and Vardaman, opposing 
the legislation, Mr. Hoovgr outlined 
his plans for conserving the nation's 
food supply, inctyasing productrot^ 
and cutting off the excessive profits 
of speculator#. He did not conclude 
and will re urn to the Capitol Friday 
for further examination in an effort 
to clear up cungretsional and public 
misconceptions and hast* n action. 

The Senate had only a brief discus¬ 
sion id the bill and r-'Cctscd until to¬ 
morrow. Sen. Chamberlain announc¬ 
ed It would he kept continuously be¬ 
fore the Senate until disposed of, and 
that Senator® would be pressed to ex¬ 
pedite «kbate and action. 

About a handful of members at 
tending House debate continued until 
late tonight Opposition there sp¬ 
eared to be waning and leader# 
hoped to conclude general debate t"- 
morrow, planning then to emsid' 
amendment* and pas# the hill by Fri- 
1 Saturday.
